The news fram Italy is very bad. 
Putting the best light upon the 
reports which have already come 
- through, the Italians have suffered 
a severe and possibly an over- 
whelming defeat. Not only has 
the advanee which was planned, 
and upon which the Allies seemed 
to look with some hope as likely 
to end the war, been checked, but 
the Italians have been driven 
back; the gains they made after 
heroic efforts, ‘after months of 
endeavor, haye been lost in a few 
hours; Italian teriitory has been 
invaded, and the Italian front is 
seriqualy menaced. 

Once before the enemy started 
the invasion. of Italy, but the 
forward rush was checked by ac- 
tion by the Russians. But there 
is no hope from that quarter now. 

The most alarming part of the 
news is the admission on the part 
of the Italians of the loss of mor- 
ale of one of the Italian armies. 
One army seems to have with- 
drawn without offering sufficient 
resistance. This was unexpected 
and very serious. 

The elimination of Italy, which 
seems not impossible, will greatly 
prolong the war. The news in 
general is unexpected and depress- 
ing. The task of the other allies 
will be more difficult. The world 
now looks to the Unites Gtates. 
The situation is serious.
